suspicion

“avowed 
enemies’’ of the convict, whom 
he had 
threatened 
for the aid 
which they gave state authorities 
after he had killed his brother 
four yi*ars ago. 
Search of the mountains back of 
Beartown by 
police 
authorities 
revealed the den where the man 
had been holding forth since Kin 
escape from the penitentiary.
